Action ef the Grievance Committees Not Di- 
vulged—Engineers and Firemen of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Northern to Strike 
This Evening—Chief Arthur in Receipt of 
Telegrams Offering Aid—A General De- 
sire for a Big Strike—The Situation Lo- 
cally—An Awkward Predicament. 


CHICAGO, March 5.—Referring to the possi- 
bility of a general strike-being ordered on 
Western railroads by the engineers and fire- 
men, a local paper says: It is probable that 
the Chicago & Northwestern, the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific, the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul, the Chicago & Alton, the Wiscon- 
sin Central, the Illinois Cqntral, the Wabash, 
the Chicago, St. Padi & Kansas City 
and all of the branch and i leased 
lines of the above named railroads would 
be involved. Roughly estimated, this 
will embrace about 23,000 miles of road and 
will completely close the channels of com- 
munication between Chicago and the West. It 
willlaya complete embargo on the North- 
west, cut off cummunication to Council Bluffs, 
Omaha and Upper Missouri River points, ex- 
cept by circuitous routes, g@nd toa partial de- 
gree the same thing to ſhe Southwest. It 
will destroy the express business, paralyze 
trade, suspend the operation of all mining 
and manufacturing industries, and trans- 
form busy hives of industry into 
centers of idleness and stagnation, and 


thisin a territory of over a thousand miles 
square. When it is remembered that these 
roads penetrate to the Canadian boundary on 
the north,to the Rocky Mountains on the west, 
and to the Indian Territory on the south, the 
scope ot the operations and the magnitude of 
the interest they serve can be better compre- 
bended. More than this, it would cut off the 
great Northern and middle transcontinentat 
routes, 
REDUCING THEM TO LOCAL ROADS. 

at once, the consequence being thatthe grat 
interior basin from Utah to Oregon would suf- 
fer equally with the Missisaippi and Missouri 
River valieys. Itis not only trade and com- 
merce which would suffer. Labor, both 
skilled and common, wo el the effects, and 
most disastrously. The ral managers voi 
the railroads named freely state that in case of 
a strike upon their lines there is but one course 
for them to pursue: Shut down the shops 
and the freight houses, discharge the workers 
and await the end. Cessation of operations 
would mean the immediate discharge of four- 
fifths of the pumber. This would throw out of 
work 92,000 men, and according to the avefage 
of wages paid entail upon them a daily loss of 
over $200,000. This is the direct result. Be- 
yond that comes the stoppape of manufactor- 
ies, the suspension of mines, the cessation of 
lumber operations, ete., which must follow 
any shutting down of the railroads mentioned, 
and itis a conservative statement to estimate 
this greut outside army employed in the 
named industries at 1,000,000 men. 


A BECRET MEETING. 

Chief Engineer Arthur’s headquarters at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel presented a most lively 
'scene this morning Room 34 was crowded with 
members of the grievance committees of the 
various Western and Northwestern railroads 
representing both the engineers and firemen’s 
organizations. They had come from as far as 
New Mexico in response to the calis of Uhief 
Arthur and Grand Master Sargent, to take ac- 
tion on matters pertaining to the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy strike. ach delegate wore 
a cheerful and determin expression, and all 
seemed in accord with each other. In room 
86, connecting with this, was Chief Arthur, 
whointurn received the new arrivals in pri- 
vate and chatted pleasantly withthem. As the 
clock struck 10, Mr. Arthur opened the secret 
meeting to which the men had been called. It 
was held in room 4, and none attended it 
other than the grand officers but the Chairman 
ot the Grievance Committee. The proceedings 
of the meeting were of the most secret charac- 
ter. It was expected that the deliberations 
would last possibly all day.

PURE WATER. 


A Simple Process That Might Be Applied to 
the Purification of the City Supply. 


W. H. H. Olark, editor of the St. Louis Prac- 
tical Photographer, has found a means of puri 
fying the water furnished in the city from the 
river via the Water-works. He showed as a 
sample of purified water a four-ounce bottle of 
water which he had put through his process. 
The process is simple. He takes a quantity of 
alum and pours upon it hot water, which takes 


up the alum readily. This solution is then 
ready for use. If only a small amount of 
water is to be cleared—a gallon or less 
—but a drop of the solution is necessary. A 
teaspoonful will clear a barrel full. The opera- 
tion of settling requires about two hours but 
at the end ofthe time the water is perfectly 
white, all the soil and vegetable matter being 
carried to the bottom. The water is not hard, 
the quantity of alum being so small that only 
the most delicate taste could detect its pres- 
ence, andthe water can be used for washing 
same as before. 80 simple is 
process, and 380 that 
could be the 
Water Commissioner in settling the water in 
the reservoirs at a trifling cost. Twenty cents’ 
worth of alium would settle nearly a million 
gallons if dissolved in hot water. It might be 
worth the Oommissioner’s while to make the 
experiment. Persons in using alum, Mr. Clark 
says, use too muchof it and so coon the 
water. If the solution is made they can regu- 
late the quantity tobe usedand avoid the 
alteration in the character of the water.

Other courts in Mis- 
souri have become clogged before this but the 
judges labored day and night until they saw 
their way clear once more. It is very different 
with the Supreme Court Judges, however. 
They work about six hours a day and takealong 
vacation in the summer. eanwhile the 
Cases on the docket accumulate till matters 
become clogged as they are at the present 
time, and cases taken under advisement are 
not decided for an indefinite period. As an 
instance of the spirit that has animated the 
highest tribunal of the State, I remember 
distinctly how Judge Henry, formerly of the 
Supreme Court, expressed surprise one day at 
the activity of Ju ge Bakewell, then on the 
Cireut bench. It was late inthe afternoon 
and the latter was working away in the most 
industrious manner. ‘What,’ said Judge 
Henry, ‘do you mean to tell me that these are 
the hours you keep down here? For myself, 
Iam free to confess thata stipulated number 
of hours each day correspond with my com- 

ensation, andi generally manage to keep 

oth accounts fairly balanced.’ 

„People talk about the Bupreme Oourt 
Judges not receiving large enough salaries,’’ 
continned Mr. Farish, but as a matter of 
fact, they do not earn more than the compén- 
sation now allowed them. In the first place 
they are generally country lawyers whose 
fees never were of startling proportions, and 
as ig customary, they do not asa rule depend 
for support on their salaries, butown farms, 
which they live on and cultivate. One 
of the worst features of the de- 
lay at Jefferson Cit is the long 
time elapsing before a decision is given in 
cases taken under advisement. Now, there is 
no necessity for me to be waiting a year after 
an argument has been submitted, and were it 
constitutional, Ishould bein favorofa law 
that prohibited through the detention ofa 
judge’s salary the consideration of cases for 
a longer eriod than ninety days. At 
least, let the Legislature decree that the offi- 
cial reporter make note of the time that cases 
have beon submitted, as well as the time of 
the decisions, and then the record of each 
judge will de made apparent. 

With reference to the ‘‘advisement’’ feature 
of the Supreme Court’s tardiness, it was

Farther Details of the Eagle Pass Affair 
Between American and Mexican Officers.

Austin, Tex., March 5.—The Governor has a 
letter from County Attorney Nicholson at 
Eagle Pass, explaining the killing ofa Mex- 
ican soldier there Saturday by Sheriff

captain in the Mexican Army crossed over ob- 
tained permission for lieutenant, two ser- 
geants and a corporal to cross over Texas to 


look at horses. During the afternoon they 
came over on horseback, but instead of 
examining horses they went to the railroad 
depot where they knew a deserter from tbeir 
company was at work and ar- 
rested him. He refused to go, and 
the beat him over the head with 
their six shooters. Deputy-Sheriff White saw 
them and ordered them to desist, saying 
they could not arrest a man on 
American soll without having 
proper papers. They declared they 
would and White hurried to the jail and arm- 
ing himself notifiea Sheriff Cooke of the affair. 
They mounted then horses and overtaking 
the Mexican soldiers near the Rio Grande 
they ordered them to release the man. 
They refused and fred at Cooke and White, 
who returned the fire, killing oneof the Ser- 
geant and his horse. The other three 
crossed the river and got back 
into Mexico. White was wounded in 
the hand and arm, the Mexican deserter. was 
severely wounded by being beat over the head 
by the soldiers and will probably die. The 
papers in the case were forwarded to Secre- 
itary Bayard to-day by the Governor.

HOLDING KIDNAPED PRISONERS. 

Judge Barr of the United States Court 
at Louisville has decided in the Hatfield 
habeas corpus case that the prisoners 
were imprisoned and are held by due pròo- 
ess of law, notwithstanding the fact that 
they were seized in West Virginia and 
taken to Kentucky by forop, without legal 
process. West Virginia’s only remedy is 
by indicting the kidnapers, obtaining 
custody of their persons by requisition 
upon the Governor of Kentucky, and put- 
ting them on trial in. West Virginia for 
violating her laws. Kentucky is not re- 
sponsible for their illegal acts in the mat- 
ter, and having lawfully arrested on her 
own soil persons accused of violating her 
laws, the United States Courts cannot in- 
terfere to prevent her from holding and 
trying them according to law, no matter 
how they were brought into the State, no 
treaty or law of the United States being 
involved in the question. . 

This decision follows that of the United 
States Supreme Court delivered by Justice 
MILLER in the Ker case and quoted by ex- 
Gov. KNorr in his elaborate argument 
against the motion in this case, Justice 
MILLER’s opinion gave the sanction of the 
highest judicial tribunal to a number of 
State Supreme Court decisions in which it 
was held thatthe principle which requires 
the discharge without bail of a defendant 
in civil cases, when the plaintiff has 
brought him within the jurisdiction of the 
court by fraud, trick or force, does not 
apply in a criminal case. The plaintiff in 
a criminal case is the State or the people, 
and the wrong done in bringing an in- 
dicted person where he may be lawfully 
arrested is not chargeable to the plaintiff, 
and when once placed by lawful arrest in 
the custody of the court having jurisdic- 
tion of the crime no other court can dis- 
charge the prisoner. While enroute under 
unlawful arrest he may be released by a 
competent court and he may proceed 
against the kidnapers for damages, 
and they may also be punished for 
their tresspass by the State whose 
laws they have broken, but once 
lawfully arrested and in lawful custody 
under an indictment, there is no discharge 
for theprisoner on the ground that his 
arrest and detention in another jurisdic- 
tion were illegal. 

In extradition cases under treaties pro- 
viding that prisoners regularly surren- 
dered for trial on a specified charge shall 
not be tried on some other charge till they 
have been given a fair opportunity to 
leave the jurisdiction, such treaty pro- 
vision is of course supreme law, and the 
criminal jurisdiction must yield to it 
for the sake of insuring good faith in 
extradition proceedings. But even such 
a treaty provision would not secure a kid- 
naped person a release, according to the 
doctrines of Justice MILLER’s decision in 
the Ker case, after the prisoner’s law- 
ful arrest within the jurisdiction of the 
indictment. Whatever wrong might be 
involved in the kidnaping would be a 
question, not for the courts, but for the 
political authorities of the two Govern- 
ments concerned to adjust.

No one is foolish enough to believe that if 
Jay Gould and Russell Sage had been poor 
men, ‘accused of stealing and withhold- 
ing $8,000,000 worth of Trust property, 
they would have been afforded an op- 
portunity to plead their case for the de- 
fense, first before the District-Attorney and 
next before the Grand-jury, before being 
indicted and brought into courtto answer. 
Naturally if they had been without money they 
would have been unable to secure a great ar- 
ray of legal talent to wrestle with the prosecut- 
ing officer if a preliminary struggle and to raise 
difficult Jaw points before the Grand-jury 
with whiich that body has no business and 
which itis not its province to decide. But 
no one belle ves that they would have been al- 
lowed to make any defense at all until placed 
at the bar to answer to the charges brought 
against them. Whatever may be the explana- 
tion, itis certain that this glaring evidence 
that the law is administered one way for the 
rich and another way for the poor is full of 
evil and tends to encourage the spirit of revolt 
against all laws already too prevalent among 
the people. The Grand-jury which threw out 
the indictment against Gould and Sage on a 
law point which it was not its business to de- 
cide may have been honest in its action from 
the point of yiew of its own members. That 
may be a question for future examination. But 
the general impression is that its decision was 
not warranted by law or justice, and no doubt 
another Grand-jury will be asked to correct 
the blunder it has made.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


CASE OF SOME INTEREST. 


Circumstances Under Which a Signature in 
Due Form May Be of No Effect—A Divorce 
Suit With the Old Story of Drink and De- 
sertion—The Provident Bank Directors 
Take a Change of Venue to Adair County 
New Suits Filed To-Day. 


Judge Valliant rendered an interesting de- 
cision to-day in the note suit of Meara vs. St. 
Bernard Dollar Store. Although a note may 
bein due form and duly signed, yet if it ap- 
pears that in fact it was not the free and vol- 
untary act of the maker it ts of no effect. 
Where a note purports to be executed by an 
agent it is still controlled by the same princi- 
ple, that is the will and intent of 
the maker must be manifest in the execution. 
Though the execution of notes generally be 
within the scope of the agent’s authority yet 
if there is an absence in fact of the principal’s 
intent or will the note will be of no effect in 
the hands of one who takes it with knowl- 
edge of the fact that it lacks the ele- 
ment of the maker’s intent. In this case the 
preponderance of the evidence was that the 
Dollar Store Corporation owed the 
plaintiff, a relative of the late Charles 
Fowle, the amount of the note on 
open account, and if his suit had been on the 
account he would have been entitled to a 
judgment. 

The evidence does not show that the note, 
however, was the act of the corpora- 
tion. The agent, perhaps, thought that 
it was an honest debt that the 


corporation ought to pay and that while he 
still retained the power to do so he would 
bind the concern, but he had no right to do so. 
Tne judgment is in favor of the defendant. 


Brutality and Desertion. 


A petition for divorce was entered in the 
Circuit Court to-day by Mrs. Addie B. Parsons 
against Chas. W. Parsons. The marriage took 
place in Toledo, January, 1882, and the separa- 


tion occurred in this city last month. Mrs. 
Parsons accuses her husband of intemperate 
habits and alleges that he has subjected 
her to ma indignities, rendering her 
condition intolerable... He called her vile 
names, choked and beat her at yarious times, 
and on one or two occasions striick her in the 
face and eyes, leaving wounds for many days, 
They moved about from one place to another, 
residing in St. Louis, Pekin and Chicago. 
Parsons wasarailroad man, and his wife al- 
leges that his intemperance imperiled his po- 
sition everywhere. Finally he deserted her 
and she was left without means of support. 


One- f to Be Remitted. 


Judge Valliant to-day decided the case of 
Grant vs. Reinbardt.

The Court holds that a 
verdict for one-half the amount would not 
— be full compensation forthe injury, but 
sufiicient punishment for the offense. If the 
plaintiff remits half the amount within ten 
days the motion for anew trial will be over- 
ruled; otherwise it will be sustained. The

The ‘eath losses in 1887 were heavier than 
those in the previous year, but they were less 
than was to be expected by our table of mor- 
tality, making a saving of about $430,000.

THE INTERIOR OF GREENLAND. 


Mr. Nansen’s Arctic Expedition to Start the 
Coming Summer. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

NEw YORK, March 5.—An Arctic expedition 
which has thus farnot attracted much atten- 
tion, although it may possibly produce some 
valuable scientific results,is going to start 
from Scandanavia this comingsummer. The 
interior of Greenland is almost wholly un- 
known. As far as the explorers have hitherto 
been able to penetrate it has been found cov- 


ered with ice and snow, although Count Nor- 
denskjold believes that in the ynexplored 
interlor there is a part of the country 
free from ice and snow. Whether this 
be true will probably be ascertained by 
this expedition, which is expected to give to 
the scientific world much valuable informa- 
tion in geology, botany and meteorology. 
Among the efforts that have before been made 
to explore the interior of Greenland, may be 
mentioned the two xpeditionsa of Count 
Nordenskjold in 1870 and 1883, and those of the 
— — Hayes and Peary in 1860 and 1887, 
— n ordenskjold, on this last ex- 
ition, was accompanied by two ‘‘Laps,’’ 
Finlanders, with their ‘‘skis,’’ a kind of 
snow shoes very eimilar to the American 
toboggans, about two or three yards long and 
four or five inches broad. When the rest of 
the expedition was unable to penetrate any 
further these Laps, on their skis, left | 
the party, and in fifty- -seven hours they ad- 
vanced about double the distance that had 
been covered by the whole expedition in 
twenty-seven days. Altogether they pene- 
trated about one hundred and seventy miles 
from the border of the glacier, about half the 
distance. 

The present expedition is going to be 
headed by a young Norwegian scientist, 
Mr. Trithjof Nansen, at present Joonservator 
of the Museum of Bergen,Norway. Mr. Nan- 
sen is an expert ‘‘s ilober’’ and an able 
scientist. He will associate with himself three 
or four of the best ‘‘skilobers’’ he can get, 
and among those selected are one or two of 
those Norwegian soldiers who last fall visited 
America to partake of the Chicago Encamp- 
ment. While all the other expeditions bave 
started from the Danish colonies on the 
west side of Greenland, Mr. Nansen’s 
intention is to start from the east 
side, from some place in the neigh- 
borhood of Cape Dan, about 66 degrees north 
latitude, where be expects to get ashore from 
some Norwegian sealer. He thinks thatthe 
expedition in that way will be forced to fulfill 
its journey, as there will bardly be any possi- 
bility of returning, the only population on the 
east side being some Esquimaux, whose vil- 
lages are anything but charming abodes. 
Another advantage of his arrangement is that 
he will not then need to cross the continental 
giacier more than once, while the former ex- 
peditions in case of success would have had to 
return the same way they bad advanced. 
The whole distance from coast to coast is 
about 400 miles, and supposing the explorers 
advance twelve to fifteen miles a day—a very 
small run for a ‘‘skilober’’—about thirty da 
will be needed for the passage. They will 
take with thems however, necessary provis- 
ions for about two months and these, togeth- 
er with the necessary scientific instruments, 
change of clothes, sleeping bags and so forth, 
they will have to draw on sleds and tobog- 
gans. 

The necessary financial support will be given 
the explorers by Mr. Gamel, coffee merchant 
of Copenhagen.

ORGANIZED BAKERS. 


THIRD NATIONAL CONVENTION CONVENED 
AT DRUIDS’ HALL TO-DAY. 


Strength of the Order—Its History and the 
Work it Has Performed—The Growth of 
an Idea—A Labor Organization That Can 
Show Why It Exists—From Slavery to 
Freedom—Preceedings To-Day. 


HE Journeymen 
Bakers’ National 
Union met this morn- 
ing in the Third An- 
nual Convention of 
the order at Druids' 
Hall. There were 
present four delegates 
from New York, three 
from Ohicago, three 
from St. Louis, and 
one from ‘each of 
the following cities: 
Brookiyn, Boston,San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Detroit, Indianapolis, 
Pittsburg, Cleveland, Newark, N. J.; Buffalo, 
N. Y.; Columbus, O.; Denver, Louisville and 
Cincinnati. The lodge-room at the south end 
of the second floor was used for the session of 
the convention. 

The National Union has but one officer, & 
secretary, George G. Block, who governs the 
order with the advice of an Executive Oom- 
mittee made up of delegates from some of the 
Eastern unions. The National Union was born 
in New York, and secretary Block is its 
father. When his attention was first attracted 
tothe condition of the bakers in New York 
and the possibility of organizing them for 
their elevation they were certainly in need of 
such aid ashe could give. They worked an 
average of sixteen hours per day, earned 
an average of $8.23 per week, from which 
sum’ their employers deducted 4 per 
week for board, compelling the workmen 
to sleep in the bake room, in cellars or in gar - 
rets and feeding them on cheese, cheap sau- 
sage and bread. 

NEW YORK BAKERS. 

There were 505 workmen examined by Mr. 
Block when the idea of organization occurred 
to him, of which number 180 were married. All 
the bakers in New York were hired from ba- 
kers’ boarding-houses, which were- simply 
saloons run by sharks. These boarding-house 
keepers used their influence to put in situa- 
tions the men who owed them the 
most money. and employers contracted to pay 
the debts from the workman’s earnings. 
Under such conditions it would appear that 
the bakers were but little better than slaves. 
An organization was effected in 1880, which 
included 5,000 German bakers of New York 
and Brooklyn. Shortly after organization a 


eneral strike occurred, which collapsed ina 

ew weeks, owing to the lack of discipline 
among the men. The utter abandonment of 
their strike by the men was followed by the 
utter destruction of the union. However, 
after a year or twosome men were again in- 
duced to enter into an organization, and 
this union began the publication of the 
German-American Bakers’ Journal,devoted to 
spreading information among the bakers in 
regard to organization. Unions were bein 
formed in various parts of the country, an 
this journal lent them strength. Unions were 
formed in a number of other cities, and realiz- 
ing the need of acentral organization a con- 
vention was called to meet at Pittsburg, Pa., 
January 13, 185. Four assemblies of Knights 
of Labor, from Milwaukee, Indianapolis, 
Pittsburg and Brooklyn, were  repre- 
sented, also nine trades unions and 
two benevolent societies. A constitution 
was there adopted. After a session of 75 
days the convention adjourned. One of the 
resolutions adopted there has been 4 rule to 
„the order since. It recommended that local 
unions prevent strikes as much as possible but 
employ the boycott to effect their ends. 

OBJECTS OF ORGANIZATION. 

The bakers organized forthree objects: To 
better their condition by abolishing the prac- 
tice of boarding with bosses, to secure in- 
crease of wages and reduction of the hours of 
labor. They havé been reasonably successful 
in this work in spite of the opposition they have 
met with. In the spring oflast year there wasa 
general agitation tor the reduction of hours of 
labor and many strikes resuited. The strike 
at San Francisco was ithe hardest-fought of all 
and cost the national union a large amount of 
money, a 25-cent ances: nent — levied on 
all the members. It ended successfully, how- 
ever. 

The second Convention ef the Nationa; 
Ualon was held in Chicago January 11, 1886. 
A Board of Appeals was created, consisting of 
members of the Detroit Union, an appeal ly- 
ing from the Executive Committee, which is 
composed of members of the New York, 
Brooklyn and Newark N. J. Unions, to 
this Board. 

A census of the order taken in September, 1887, 
and tabulated by Secretary Block for the bene- 
fit of the union, shows that among 8,183 bakers 
850 were married, Ave Les majority were 
below 50 years of age. fifty-seven were 
over 90 years of age. Of the number 76] learned 
the trade in the United States, 1,123 in Ger- 
many, 66 in Ireland, 42 in Austria, 5 in Bohs- 
mia, 82 in Sweden, 25 in Switzerland, 16 in 
Hungary, 15 in England, 16 in 5Scot- 
land, ig in France, 5 in Hol- 
land, 56 in Poland, 4 in Norway, 8 in 
Canada, 3 in Russia, 2 in Denmark and 1 in 
Australia. Of the number 831 continued to 
board with their bosses.

MINING IN ARIZONA, 


The Copper Districts Are More Properous 
Now Than They Ever Were. 


Henry C. Bertling of Prescott, Ariz., who 
arrived in the city to-day, remarked to a 
PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter: The mining out- 
look in Arizona never was so promising as at 
the present time. Both gold and silver 
properties are being rapidly developed, but 
the greatest activity is observable in 
copper, the operations of the great 
French syndicate, which is attempting 
to control the output of the world, having had 
a most excellent influence on the mines of 
Arizona. Owing to the low prices which have 


ruled for the last three years fully three- 


fourths of the mines stopped work, while few 
of those that continued in operation made 
any money. Butsince the rise in covper due 


to the operation of the French syndicate every 
mine has started up, most are running three 
eight-hour shifts, and many new properties 
are being develo sed. There is no fear of over- 
production’ While the French syndicate con- 
tinues in existence, as in orderto protect 
themselves they have been obliged to contract 
for the entire output of the mines, no matter 
what that may amount to, and the mine- 
owners have no fear of loading them- 
selves up with an unsulable lot 
of copper as they did a few yous 
ago. The consequence is thatthe copper dis- 
tricts ot Arizon& are more prosperous now 
than they ever were before, and all lines of 
business are materially affected by the same 
cause. The French syndicate has control of 
nearly all the Arizona works and also of the 
— Anaconda mines of Montana, and if they 

ave the capital to carry through their gigan- 


tic undertaking cannot fail of success.

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GREAT SHOTS. 


OUR REGULAR ARMY CAN FURNISH THE 
BEST MARKSMEN IN THE WO 


How the Indians Were Made Painfully Aware 
of the Fact in Late Campaigns—Skirmish 
Firing That ls Wénderful—A Revolution 
in the Style of Pistol-Firing, Which Made 
Our Cavalrymen the Best Marksmen at 
This Style of Shooting. 


Captain Charles R. Huntington of the regu- 
lar army passed through the city to-day on his 
way from Washington to his station in Ari- 
zona. It is not generally known to the pub- 
io,“ said Capt. Huntington to a Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter, but the fact is that within 
the last five years, especially within the last 
three, the soldiers of the regular army have 
developed a skill in marksmanship which 
makes them the best shots of any military 
force in the world. In the old days, say ten 
yeurs ago, the time of the men, when not 
engaged in active campaigning, was 
nearly entirely taken up with work not 
really pertaining to military service. 
Nearly all posts were remote from settle- 
ments, and asoldier was obliged to be a Jack 
of all trades. The troops herded their cattle, 
raised vegetables, took care ofthe military 
telegraph lines, and were especially engaged 
in building the posts. Nearly all posts have 
been bullt by soldiers, and all are to this day 
kept in repair by the garrison. When troops 
were continually on the move and ail 
fresh meat and vegetables had to 
be raised by the soldiers, there was little time 
for drill or rifle practice, and the efficiency of 
the army was greatly impaired by the enforced 
neglect of these most important factors in 
military training. But since the general con- 
centration of troops at afew large posts, and 
the opening of sources of supplies by the rail - 
roads, it has been possible to devote a great 
deal of time to rifle practice, and the result is 


that our — to-day is composed of an in- 
comparable body of marksmen. At long 
ranges, 800, 900 and 1,000 yards, our best men 
are stillinferior to the Creedmoor riflemen, 
but at military ranges, from 800to 600 yards, 
the position being either kneeling or erect, 
they are far superior shots to any other body 
of men in America, or indeed in the 
world. The scores made in post contests 
compare favorably with those made in New 
York or at Wimbledon in England, while the 
division matches, notto speak of the annual 
competition between the chosen men of the 
entire army, show an average far better than 
that mete b any troops in the world. While 
our troops hold a commandin posi- 
tion in firing at measured istances, 
their particular excellence is in skirmish firing, 
where they have to alternately advance and 
retreat over a space of ground several hun- 


dred yards in extent, firing twenty shots in sets | 


of four, at different ranges, and at distances 
which they must judge for themselves. This 
is far more difficult than fixed distance — 
and the best Eastern shots failed lamentably 
when brought into competition with the 
soldiers, trained as they now are. 
Some of the scores made in skirmish 
firing are wonderful, Being nearly as good as 
the best made at equal measured distances, 
and the general proficiency of the men is most 
admirable. Theirinstructors have been most 
carefully chosen, the men themselves take the 
greatest interest in shooting, and the conse- 
quence isthat, although our army is very 
small, itcan turn out a finer set of marksmen 
than any in the world. 
THE INDIANS KNOW IT. 

The result of this training,’’ Capt. Hunt- 
ington wenton to say, ‘‘was strongly mani- 
fested in the last Apache campaign. In the 
old days the Indians had but little fear of the 
marksmanship of soldiers at long range, and 
vertuned on very daring ambushes,trusting to 
their superiority as shots to save them 
from serious loss. But one or tvo 
experiences of the sharpshooting abilities 
of the troops ‘effectually cured them of any 
such idea, and the consequence was thatina 
country probably the most favorable in the 
world for ambuscades,but one was attempted, 
the Indians never daring to come within range 
of the military rifles. The frontiersmen,while 
willing enough a few years ago to shoot 
matches with the soldiers, now generally ad- 
mit their inferiority, and on the few occasions 
when they have entered into competition in the 
range have met with complete defeat, As 
pistol shots the cavalry are as proficient, or 
even more 80, as the riflemen, indeed, some 
regiments could send out men who would as- 
tonish the crack gallery shots of the world. 
The credit of this is due,largely to Capt. Turn- 
er, who himself is an infantry officer. Be- 
fore his day the men were taught to aim a 
revolver as they did a rifle—by sight- 
ing along the barrel, bringing front 
and rear sights in line with the object. Tuiner 
changed all this, teaching the mento look at 
the object, and not at the pistol, firing with- 
out direct sight. This innovation was very 
hard to be introduced, but the results accom- 
plished by half a troop trained by Turner 
were such, especially at mounted drill, 
that the superiority of his Sys- 
tem was universally admitted, and to-day 
is taught throughout the army. Turner him- 
self is a most miraculous snap shot, but some 
of his men now crowd himalready. As horse- 
back shots our country can defy the world 
and, altogethér, small as our army is, itis by 
far the most effective force for frontier service 
that to-day exists anywhere.’’

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‘*‘FATHER”’ BETTS AND TRINITY. 


The Well-Known Clergyman Sought After 
by His Old Church. 


The well-known ex-rector of Trinity Episco- 
pal Church was among the arrivals at the 
Lindell Hotel this morning. Rev. George C. 
Betts is now in charge of Grace Church, Louls- 
ville, Ky., where he went two years ago, in 
the midst ot the turmoil that was then distract« 
ing the diocese of Missouri. The change from 
those exciting scenes must have agreed with 
Mr. Betts, for the reporter noticed as he arose 


to receive bim this morning, that his form 
made a larger shadow than it did two years 
ago. 

Jou have gained considerably physically, 
bave you not, Mr. Betts?’’ 

„es, I think I have,’’ said he, complacent- 
ly patting his waistband. ‘‘I don’t know 
what has caused it either, he added, unless 
it be that I have been relieved of certain 
anxieties, and—oh,I haveit. They say that 
when a priest begins to Lave aspirations for 
the Episcopate he takes on flesh. 

°F e you any idea of returning to 
Trihity?’’ : 

„Well, they have been so kind as to say 
many nice things about me, but I have been 
at Louisville but two years, the church 
is devoted to me, and I do not see how I could 
leave even if the way were clear.“ 

Now I am going to ask you a leading ques- 
tion: Have you received a call from Trinity?’’ 

Mr. Betts must have anticipated the nature 
ot the {nquiry, for he took a long breath. ‘‘I 
don’t think I can answer that exactly. I have 
not received any call from Trinity. 

Have you received any overtures from 
Trinity?“ 

Another long breath. Tes, considerable 
has been said about my returning but nothing 
has beeu done officially. And then, you know, 
there is a great deal of difference between an 
overture and a call sometimes.’’ 

Mr. Betts’ attention was called to the ser- 
mon preached yesterday in New York by Dr. 
DeCosta, who criticised Bishop Potter for ad- 
vising cler en to assist in charity organiza- 
tion. ‘‘I do not think that is anything of a 
serious difference of opinion,’’ said he. A 
Bishop has no more power to tell a rector 
how certain moneys he raises shall be applied 
than he has to tell him to use beef in place of 
mutton.Money a rector raises in his church for 
charity he has a right to apply as he 
chooses. I do not suppose that the Bishop 
made any positive command to the clergy, but 
simply suggested that the charity organiza- 
tions are good things and that the rectors 
ought to throw their influence with them.“ 

r. Betts conducted a mission recently in 
Chicago, and the papers of that city spoke of 
him as if he was a regular missioner and no 
ignger a settled rector.“ He was asked if that 
wa true. ‘‘Indeed not,’’ he answered. ‘‘I 

ent up to Chicago to hold that mis- 
sion, and the papers said 1 had 
just returned from conducting a mis- 
sion in New York. The ‘just returned’ 
really meant a year ago, as twelve months had 
elapsed since I had been in New York. I was 
surprised to have such an impression get 
abroad as I have no intention of giving up my 
lifework, which is in the ular ministry.’’ 

Mr. Betts will make an address at the Robert 
Emmet anniversary at the Exposition this 
evening. He will leave for Louisville to- 
morrow.
